The state has not decided ret 
whether to re-try Foster next or try 
one of the 34 others who have been 
arrested on the same charges, Mr. 
Smith said. 

The arrest of Ruthenberg, Foster 
and the 34 other defendants srew out 
of their attendance at the commun- 
ist convention held in the sand hills 
south of St. Joseph last August. Sev- 
enty-six persons were present at that 
convention but only 36 have been ar- 
rested.

Oil Fields.

London, May 2.—Great Britain is | 
attempting to nullify a portion of the | 
Chester agreement under which Tur- 
key granted American capitalists im- 
portant commercial concessions. 

Cylonel Albert Buckley, minister of | 
overseas trade, announced in the house | 
of commons Wednesday that the gov-| 


ernment had instructed the British} 
high commissioner in Constantinople 
‘o protest against “the Chester con- 


cessions giving American financiers 
power to work the railways and mines 
within the borders of Irak.” 

The protest. according to Col. 
Buekley, will declare that Britain ,will 
refuse to recognize the validity of any 
grants within the area of Mesopota- 
mia. Mesopotamia, in which the rich 
Mosul oil fields are located, is held 
hy Great Britain under a mandate of 
the league of nations and Irak, an 
independent kingdom, is an ally of 
England. 

Britain will noint out to the Turk-|
